‘FOR FLIERS 


Air Search for McAlpine 
Party Meets Another 
Setback

during the might. At both posts, the 
meroeury ranged near the 30 degree 
mark 

Forty-five days ago the eight flying

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Canada’s export trade gained 125 mil- 
lions in the year ending with September. 
Critics of the policy of actively expanding 
our foreign commerce will, of course, see 
approaching disaster in the fact that 
increased imports accounted for most of 
this gain, But as the exports of domestic 
products are still greater than the volume 
of imports there is nothing in the situa- 
tion to alarm even the stickler for a huge 
favorable balance of trade. 

Nor is it to be forgotten that Canada 
deliberately held back during this period 
135 million bushels of wheat, which would 
have swelled our exports by as large a 
sum as the increase in imports represents. 
This wheat has not been destroyed. It is 
reserve wealth, which when exported will 
go as far—perhaps farther—to balance | 
the trade returns as though it had been | 
shipped abroad last winter. 


— 


$300,000,000 PER YEAR 


Figures sent out from Washington | 
show that United States tourists are now 
spending $300,000,600 in Canada per year. 
That is the price of an average crop of 
wheat in the western provinces. Yearly 
the visitors are coming in larger numbers 
and spending more heavily. At present the 
American Automobile Association is mak- 
ing a survey of motoring conditions in the 
maritime provinces, Quebec and Ontario; 
as the result of which that half of Canada 
will probably attract an unprecedented 
number of tourists next summer. 

Alberta, which has some of the finest 
scenery in Canada to show the visitor, is 
as yet mainly an interested spectator so 
far as motor tourist traffic is concerned. 
The thousands of United States cars 
which come to Banff and other points in 
the southern part of the province each 
summer represent a small contingent in | 
comparison to the streams which will | 
pour along the highways of this greatly | 
favored summer land when these have 
been extended to other scenic areas. Al- 
berta people are losing millions of dollars 
of tourist money every year because a 
permanent highway has not been built to 
Jasper Park, 


HOW MUCH TAXATION? 


Hx-alderman Adair in another column 
calls attention to some facts which 
should not be overlooked in connection 
with the proposal to change the civic utili- 
ties from a profit-earning basis to a tax- 
paying basis. He contends that, if these 
utilities were taxed on the scale that they 
would be taxed if privately owned, they 
would have to pay more as taxes than 
they now turn into the cily treasury as 
surplus earnings. But the proposal evi- 
dently is to tax the utilities on some scale 
that will substantially reduce the amount 
they contribute toward the general ex- 
penses of civic government. 

If this is done the taxpayer will, of 
course haye to make up the difference. 
That ought to help this somewhat indif- 
ferent individual to generate some timely 
interest in the coming municipal elections. 
Property taxes in. Edmonton have not | 
reached the negligible minimum which | 
would make the addition of a few hun- | 
dred thousand dollars to the annuat levy 
a matter of no moment. There may be 
valid reasons why the utilities should be 
put upon a straight tax-paying basis. But 
if that is to be done they should be taxed 
as if they were owned and operated by pri- 
vate corporations, Unless they were 
taxed to that extent the arrangement 
would be simply a scheme to make the 
taxpayer provide light and power to other 
people at less than proper cost. 

BRING ON THE PLATFORMS 

The proposal that the C.G.A. and the 
Labor party divide up the seats in the city 
council between them, and agree to fill 
the forthcoming vacancies by the acclam- 
ation of their nominees, might be work- 
able if these two organizations had au- 
thority to act for the whole body of the 
electors—which they haven't. There would 
be nothing to prevent candidates backed 
by neither organization stepping into the 
field and forcing a contest. And strang- 
er things have happened than that the in- 
dependent candidates should be the ones 
to get elected in a contest of that kind. 
The public are suspicious of party deals, 
and have reason to be,

A LESSON ON CHOPS 

The cook for a small household often finds it economical to use some 
kind of chops for the meat dish. It is indeed quite an art to cook a small 
roast of beef so that if develops the finest flavor. Most people who like roast 
beef prefer to eat \t when they are dining out, as it is cooked In large quan- 
tities in the restaurant ovens and develops a certain 
flavor which is difficult to produce with a small roast 
of heeft in the small oven. 

In the United States, the favorite chop is the lamb 
chop, while the mutton chop is more desired in Eng- 
land. The mutton chop is of course from more ma- 
ture sheep, ts larger, and the English especially prefer 
it cut extra thick. 

The French chop comes from the “rack” which is a 
term applied to the chuck and ribs. However, the 
term “chop” may mean any portion from the loin, rib, 
chuck or shoulder. 

In preparing elther lamb or mutton chops, it seems 
best to cut off the outer or thick layer, as this eliminates any strong taste | 
which is peculiar to either lamb or mutton, In cooking chops, they may be 
broiled under the broiler in the regular way, or pan broiled, which means to 
put them in @ hot pan without any fat, turning them over almost constantly 


to keep them from burning or stick-*——----— 
ing to the pan. Many people prefer 
this kind of pan broiling to that under 
the broiler, as it gives the mgat a dif- 
ferent flavor, similar to barbecued 
meat,

TAXING THE UTILITIES 
Editor Bulletin: 


That only a “fair tax” be placed on} 


the civically owned utilities has been 
mooted tn motion form by Alderman 
Gibbs, At the present time it might be 


estimated that over $500,000 will con- | 


stitute the surpluses of the city’s busi- 
ness in municipal trading for the cur- 
rent year, The proposal is taking the 
form of # fixed assessment of $5,000,- 
000 on all utilities, graded according 
to “franchise” metheds and not on 
therl actual capitalization, As the 
alderman who, in 1920, moved in favor 
of the vexing of the utilities, the 
writer feels that it is incumbent upon 
someone to explain the situation, 

When the utilities were about to be 
taxed, the question as to method and 
means naturally arose. The members 
of the council at that date who fa- 
vored the taxing of the utilfties had 
numbers of things to consider that 
seem to be overlooked today, Some of 
these are as follows: 

First-—-The security for the debt in- 
curred in building up the utilities rests 
entirely on the city’s ability to pay 
even to the point of the confiscation 
of private property by taxtaion, which 
applies to real property owners only, 

Second—The utilities since their in- 
ception had never contributed to civic 
revenue save in the solitary case of an 
electric light surplus in 1908, which 
ves applied to the reduction of taxa- 

on, ° 

Third—The street railway deficits 
had been written off by various ways 
and means so that the railway might 
be considered to be in the minus class 
as @ source of municipal revenu 
rather than in the plus class, 

Fourth--The “franchise system" of 
taxation applied to the users of gas,
